The draft or proposed regula- 
tions covers ten type-written 
pages and goes into detail on 
methods, conditions and proced- 
ure. 

Claiming that the cost of set- 
ting up a subdivision under such 
regulations would be prohibitive, 
Josh Adams who has the develop- 
ment of a subdivision in process 
now, said that a 60-foot lot would 
cost $1,500 before profit, expense, 
advertising, etc., were added, and 
that the cost to a home builder 
for the lot would be $2,000. 

Adam's figures were criticized 
as too high and Mayor Leland 
Taylor recommended that the 
lot cost of two subdivisions now 
being developed in the county be 
ascertained.

Helm Bruce, Jr., a member of 
the commission suggested that a 
nationally recognized expert be 
employed to make a survey of the 
situation. B. Bertram Finzer, 
John Kesselring and Tom Luckett 
were appointed to name such an 
expert for the work. 

A member of the "Good Gov- 
ernment Committee" observing 
the session said afterward that 
the question of county subdivis- 
ions evidently needed some fun- 
damental study from an angle 
apparently neglected both by the 
commission and the real estate 
interests. 

"It is possible that additional 
subdivisions in Jefferson County 
are not the best answer to the 
local housing shortage," said the 
observer. Fifty-foot lots in the 
county are not ideal and do not 
serve the best interests of the 
county. The advantages of coun- 
try life are lost when the land 
is sliced into small fragments. 

"However, if we must have 
these subdivisions then they 
should be built with every pre- 
caution against disease and acci- 
dent risk. Sewers should be re- 
quired for health and pavements

Farmers Gas Refund 
Blanks Are Ready 

A supply of blanks for "Appli- 
cation for Gasoline Refund Per- 
mit", Form 51, has been received 
in the office of the County Agent, 
Room 437 Federal Bldg., Louis- 
ville. 

Under the provisions of a re- 
cently enacted law a farmer is 
entitled to a refund of 90% of the 
tax paid on his gasoline 
chases when the gasoline is used 
to propel stationary engines and 
tractors for agricultural purposes 
off the highway. The first require- 
ment is that he shall apply and 
be issued a Refund Permit before 
the purchase of the gasoline 

Every farmer may recei 
copy of this Revenue Form 51, by 
calling at the office of the County 
Agent. This form must be filled 
out by the farmer, signed by 
Notary Public and mailed back 
the Department of Revenue at 
Frankfort. As soon as he receives 
the permit from the Department 
of Revenue, he is entitled to a 
refund of 90% of tax paid on 
gasoline.

In 1936 this land produced an 
estimated yield of 35 bushels of 
corn per acre. In 1937 this acre- 
age was limed and fertilized, re- 
ceiving 4 tons of ground lime- 
stone and 200 pounds of 16% 
phosphate fertilizer per acre. 
Soybeans were grown and har- 
vested for hay; then the land was 
seeded to barley with an appli- 
cation of 150 pounds of 16% phos- 
phate per acre. From one field 
of 12 acres, the barley was har- 
vested, the land manured 10 tons 
per acre and seeded in alfalfa. 
During the next four years, this 
field remained in alfalfa and re- 
ceived additional applications of 
phosphate and potash and during 
this period produced an average 
of 4 tons of hay per acre per year. 

In 1945, this field was manured, 
15 tons per acre and fertilized, us- 
ing 4-12-f and planted in corn 
using an adapted strain of hybrid 
seed. The corn yield was carefully 
determined and this field produc- 
ed 118 bushels of dry, sound ear 
corn per acre. 

It was this same field that pro- 
duced 35 bushels of corn per acre 
10 years before. During this ten- 
year period each acre of land re- 
ceived the equivalent of 250 
pounds of 16% phosphate and 20 
pounds of nitrate of potash each 
year. The land was limed once, 4 
tons per acre, and covered with 
manure, 10 tons per acre, twice 
during the 10 years. 

The total cost of ground lime- 
stone, commercial fertilizer and 
value of the manure amounted to 
$75.00 per acre during the ten- 
year period. 
This investment of $75.00 per 
?re during the ten-year period 
increased the production from 35 
to 118 bushels of corn per acre. 
In 1945, 12 acres of land, produced 
i than 40 acres did in 
1936. Thus, in effect, the value 
of the land has been increased 335

D.D.T. Saves Asters From 
Insect>Borne Disease 



Thanks to the army Insecticide, 
D.D.T., asters which once were 
rated among the three most popu- 
lar flowers, may be on their way 
back to leadership this year. For 
years they have suffered from an 
insect-borne virus disease called 
aster vellows, which was carried 
from host plants by a pestiferous 
insect known as the leaf hopper. 

•This is a tiny jumping and flying 
pest which does not eat leaves, 
dr.nks plant juices. No insecti- 
cide had ever been found which 
would control it, until D.D.T. 
tried. When dusted on the plant, 
this new insecticide stays there 
til the insects, which swarm on 
gardener's approach, come back to 
renew their feast. Then D.D.T. 
strikes them, through their feet, 
and soon there are no leaf hoppers. 

The aster wilt, which Is preva- 
lent in some sections, has been over- 
come by breeding wilt resistant va- 
lid. es; but against the yellows no 
remedy had been found, except to 
grow the flowers in a cloth hou; 
or a high cloth fence. whl- u — 
exclude the leaf hoppers. 

Because the plants grow slowly, 
they are usually started under pro- 
tection, to give an earlier harvest. 
But if you are willing to wait, 
more vigorous plants can be grown 
by sowing direct in the garden. 

Their large flowers, many colors, 
and beautiful forms make asters 
one of the exhibition flowers, which 
are gorgeous enough to present the 
sort of spectacle that is required 
for I great flower show. They have 
all the colors except yellow, but a 
yellow blend is found in varieties 
of the California Sunshine and Prin- 
cess types, which have crested cen- 
ters surrounded by guard petals. 

There are dwarf asters, which 
grow into bushes covered with 
small flowers, and single asters, in 
tffect large daisies of many colors, 
which w ill be new to many garden- 
ers.* If you try asters this year, 
protect them from the leaf hoppers 
by regular dustings from the time 
they arc a few inches high.

Poultry Pointers 



Should I SeU Layers? 

ve read so much about cul- 
ling hens and reducing laying 
flocks, that I wonder if I should 
sell hens that are still laying?" 
Some hens remain in produc- 
on even though they are not 
laying enough eggs to pay i 
profit over feed costs. These lay- 
should be sold even though 
they are still in production. The 
pelvic bones of these birds are 
not well spread and are not as 
pliable as those of a high produc- 
er. The need of the keel or breast 
bone is closer to the pelvic bones 
and the abdomen is not full and 
soft. 

Regardless of the state of pro- 
duction your hens are in, your 
present market for eggs should 
govern your decision to sell hens. 
Feed and grain stocks 
low and grains urgently needed 
for human food and relief ship- 
ments abroad. If the price you 
are receiving for eggs does not 
allow you a good return of profit, 
it would be better to put the feed 
you are using to better advan- 
tage. If you are receiving a good 
premium for your eggs on the 
retail market or as hatching eggs, 
keep your hens, otherwise sell 
them even though they appear 
to be laying well. 

If because of feed shortages 
you must choose between keep- 
ing your layers and raising a 
new crop of pullets, sell at least 
part of the layers. Remember, 
two pullets can be raised to 
turity for the cost of feeding 
hen the same period of time, 
pullets will produce eggs when 
the demand is good and prices 
are high. The demand for fryi 
is very good and is growi 

is greatly increasing and the de- 
mand weakening. Let the pub- 
lic demand be your guide. 
Bronchitis 

"My chicks are about three 
weeks old. For the last few days 
they have been sneezing and 
gasping for breath. What shall 
I do for them?" 

Your description of the trouble 
in your chicks indicates that they 
have infectious bronchitis. 

The first thing to do is to look 
for the source of your trouble 
and be certain you eliminate it. 
Overheating and drafts are the 
two most common sources of any 
form of cold. See that the chicks 
are not exposed to a draft espe- 
cially at night. Overheating the 
brooder house to the extent that 
the chicks pant for breath is 
very common cause of tl 
trouble. 

There is no quick cure fi 
bronchitis any more than there 
is a cure for the common cold 



in human beings. However, you 
do much to prevent heavy 
loses and aid recovery. 
One of the most important fac- 
irs in testing a cold is to keep 
the chicks in good condition. 
They lose their appitites and 
have difficulty in swallowing dry 
mash. Keep them eating nourish- 
ing food by feeding wet mash, 
milk and grain. 

Close up the house twice a 
day, for about an hour, and 
spray clorine powder or some 
menthal or pine oil spray over 
the heads of the chicks until the 
room becomes filled with the 
spray. This will cause the birds 
cough and sneeze out the 
cus in their noses and throats 
and make them better able to eat. 

It is also helpful to mix a tonic 
in the mash until the birds have 
tegained their normal appetites. 

Blood Clots 

"What causes my hens to have 
blood clots in their eggs? Will 
this effect the eating quality of 
the eggs?" 

Hens that jump down off high 
roosts or nests will often develop 
blood clots in the egg. This may 
also be caused by frightening the 
birds and causing them to fly 
wildly about the house. Such 
eggs are perfectly all right to 
eat, but customers often refuse 
to use them thinking the blood 
is a sign of an embryo develop- 
ing in an old egg. For this 
reason keep nests and roosts 
within 15 to 24 inches from the
